I understand  & suspected  this  would  be  an  issue.  I’m  not  sure  as  to  the  existing  easement  other 
than  prescriptive  rights  due  the  time  it  has  been  in  existence.  We  will  look  into  the  existing 
easement  on  our  end. 


We  could  set  an  overhead  transformer(s)  at  the  takeoff  pole  and  you  could  meter  at  the  pole 
location.  I will  talk  with  our  metering  department  about  this  option.  If  we  took  this  route, 
SMPA  would  not  require  an  easement  for  any  primary  facilities.  All  of  the  wire  would  be  yours 
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and  our  facilities  could  stop  at  the  meter.
